grade school to appropriate authorities in the District S".*.'. 
of Columbia who investigated to determine if the school 
conformed to District regulations-for private schools.' In 
the process WFO obtained background information on the parents 
of each pupil. . ■ ’ ■ 

. The Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM), .a pro- _ 
Chinese communist group, was active in Philadelphia, Pa.,' 
in the sooner of 1967. The Philadelphia Office alerted 
local police; who then put RAM leaders under close scrutiny. 

They were arrested on every possible charge until they could 
no longer make ball. As a result, RAH leaders spent. ;most of the 
ler in Jail and no violence traceable to RAM took place.^

1. Prevent the coalition of militant black 
nationalist groups. In unity "there Is strength; a truism 
that is no less valid for. all its triteness. An effective 
coalition of black nationalist groups night be the first 
step toward a real ”Mau Blau 1 * in America, the beginning of 
a true black revolution. .;V' 


2; Prevent the rise of a "toessiah" who could - 
unify, and electrify,. the 'militant' biacfc~ nationalist movement. 
Malcolm X might havo been such a TaeseinU; " he Is the martyr 
of the movement today. Martin Luther King, Stoliely Carmichael 
and Elijah Muhammed all aspire to this position. Elijah 
Huhamraod is less of a throat because of his age. King could 
be a very real contender for this position should he abandon 
his supposed ^obedience" to 'Hrhite, liberal doctrines” C 
(nonviolence) and embrace .black nationalism. Carmichael 
has the necessary charisma to be a real threat in this way. ’ * 


3. Prevent violence on the part of black * 
nationalist groups, T'hls is of primary importance, and is, 
of course, a goal of our investigative activity; it should 
also be a goal of the Counterintelligence Program. Through 
counterintelligence it should bo possible to pinpoint potential 
troublemakers and neutralize them before thoy exercise their 
potential for violence. 


4. Prevent militant black nationalist groups and 
leaders from gaining respectability , by discrediting them 
to threo separate segments of the community. Tho goal of 
iTlscradlting black natIonalistsmust be handled tactically 
B.n throe ways. You must discredit these groups and 
Lndlviduals to, first, the responsible Negro community. . 
pecond, they must be discredited to the white community,;*

Besides these five goals counterintelligence is 
a valuable part of our regular investigative program as it 
often produces positive information.
